The fact Unit so many 'persons 


getting their hands crippled and 
putated by corn buskers this fall 
attracted considerable attention. 
The 


problem is simple when the mechan- 
ism is understood. 


The corn stalks are fed into the ma- 


chine butts tii'sl. They are squeezed 
between "snapping rollers." 
These 


rollers are placed so close together 
that the cobs cannot gel through, ami 
they are squeezed or snapped oil and 
drop into the -busker underneath. 


The snapping rollers revolve very 


rapidly, dragging the stalks in be- 
tween them with great speed. 
Some- 


times they tret clogged ami the opera- 
tor usually takes his left hand to help 
them through. 
A careless or un- 


guarded movement may result iu his 
hand being sucked in between 
the 


rollers with the si alks. The shredding 
head or rapidly revolving cylinder for 
further grinding up the stalks is jus.l 
inside the snapping rolls and once a 
hand is caught iu that it is shredded 
and destroyed. 
A mitten is usually 


worn to protect the hand and if this is 
worn or raveled the hanging ravelings 
may be the means of dragging the 
hand between the rolls.

Northwentorn Houd Will Kcllre Men 


Aflcr 7Vuc °f ^O Ycuru. 


The Northwestern railroad company

a pension of 1 per cent, per month 
calculated upon his m o n t h l y rate of 
wages for the last ten years of his 
:i'jrviee with the comp.iny. 


Any employe who has' reached the 


age of 70 years, and who has been 
t h i r t y years in the employ of the com- 
pany, will be retired up.in a pension 
of 1 per cent, per month calculated 
upon the monthly rale (A wages for 
the last teii years of his service with 
the company. 


The road will also set a m a x i m u m 


age l i m i t for, its employes ami all em- 
ployes now above t h a t age or on 
reaching il will be retired; add ii will 
not take into its employ any man over 
3.S years of age.

THE CORN HUSKER. 


How So Many Hands JCre l-ost 


consm come reports tnat ttiesesca-veu- 
gers of the forest aie uniting into big 
packs—a sure feign, woodsmen say. of 
a severe winter.—Marshneld Xews 


The fact that so many 'persons are 


getting their hands crippled and am- 
putated by cort» buskers this fall has 
attracted considerable attention. The 
problem is simple when the mechan- 
ism is understood. 


The corn stalks are fed Into the ma- 


chine butts first. They are squeezed 
between "snapping rollers." These 
rollers are placed so close together 
that the cobs cannot get through, and 
they are squeezed or snapped off and 
drop into the-husker underneath- 


The snapping rollers revolve very 


rapidly, dragging the stalks in be- 
tween them with great speed. 
Some- 


times they get clogged and the opera- 
tor usually takes his left hand to help 
them through. 
A careless or un- 


guarded movement may result in his 
hand being sucked in __petween 
the 


rollers with the stalks. The shredding 
head or rapidly.revolving cylinder for 
further grinding up the stalks is jutt 
inside the snapping rolls and once a 
hand is caught in that it is shredded 
and destroyed. 
A mitten is usually 


worn to protect the hand and if this is 
worn or raveleo the hanging ravelings" 
may be the means of dragging the 
hand between the rolls.
